This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed June 18, 1997. 

The amendment filed June 18, 1997 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: the matter 
added to page 8 of the specification (i.e., that the bump and chip electrodes are formed 
on opposite sides of the semiconductor chips). 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in response to this Office Action. 

Claims 5 and 12-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter (i.e., that the bump and chip electrodes are formed on 
opposite surfaces of the semiconductor chips) which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art 
that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Claims 5 and 12-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Independent claim 5 is incorrect in that 
"a second end connected a corresponding chip electrode" should read "a second end 
connected to a corresponding chip electrode." Claims 12-17 depend on independent 
claim 5 and are thus similarly incorrect. 

Claims 5, 10, 11, 17, 23 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. §103 as obvious over Mori (newly 
cited United States Patent 5,604,379). 1 See the entire patent. 

' Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection because 
a certified translation of said papers has not been made of record. See MPEP §201 .15. 
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Claims 18-22 and 24-27 are objected to as being dependent on a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable over the prior art of record if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's arguments are moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of rejection. Accordingly, 
THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL.
